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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's Request for Continued Examination filed on February 23, 2009 and the 
amendment and response filed January 22, 2009 have been received and entered into the case. 
Claims 1-20 are pending and have been considered on the merits. All arguments have been 
fully considered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1 - 9, 1 1 - 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The claims are drawn to a supplement comprising silver, for treating infectious diseases 
by ingesting on a daily basis. However it is know in the art that ingesting silver on a regular 
basis may not produce any benefits, but may even damage the kidneys, brain, and stomach. It is 
further known to cause cardiomyopathy when taken as a daily supplement. In support see Archer 
and Harvard Health. While the claims recite a therapeutically effective amount and a ratio of the 
silver to cartilage, the art does not recognize ingestion of silver to be therapeutic. Thus the term 
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would not be readily ascertained by one of ordinary skill in the art. Therefore the claims are not 
enabled. 

Applicant argues that the claims include a therapeutic amount and one could determine 
how much that would be to achieve the desired effect. 

However, as stated in the rejection, the art does not recognize ingestion of silver to be 
therapeutic. Thus the term would not be readily ascertained by one of ordinary skill in the art. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 and 1 1 recite the phrase, "including human beings" which renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10 and 13-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
